The value of agreement on a common 


standard is apparent when .tbe wide use 
of tables of calculations of longitude for 
astronomical or even commercial pur- 
poses is considered. 


That one meridian should be chosen is 


genera ly agreed 
The discussion of the 


point will probably occupy most of the 
time of tbe conference. Tbe choice is 
practically limited to Washington and 
Greenwich. The argument seems to us 
to be in favor of the former on account of 
our vast extent of territory, because tbe 
number of other nations on this continent 
is so large , because the American pos- 
sessions of England are so large and so 
identical in interest with our own, be- 
cause we are still one of the greatest 
maritime uations, and last, and by n<> 
means least, because* the number and 
value of scientific publications put forth 
from Washington, in which such calcula- 
tions are in use, is greater than any other 
country in the world.—Evening News.

TUB BANANA..—The banana is the 


fruit of a short, rapidly growing tree. 
It it. an annual, the fruit coming to ma- 
turity about a year from the time the 
shoot Ij planted, the trunk of the tree 
then attaining a height of eight or ten 
feet, and about three feet in girth. From 
the trunk, which ii of a porous, fibrous 
nature, are thrown out six or more long 
palm-like branches. The bunch of fruit 
appurs at the juncture of the trunk and 
branches, and consists of four to twelve 
hands «*ca Juod having in its grasp 
frotii half a dozen to' a dozen bananas. 
From the root of this tree shoots several 
sprouts, each of which in turn may be 
conn- a tree. 


The method of cultivation is simple. 


The land is first cleared. 
A hole is then 


dug into which the shoot is placed. Na- 
ture is left to do the rest, and unless the 
tea;-.in it very- dry the tree is certain to 
grow and bear fruit in from nine to 
twelve months. The trees are usually 
planted from twelve to fifteen feet apart 


The fruit is 
sometimes carried to 


market twenty or thirty miles on clumsy 
carts. It is brained by jolting and the 
weight of the driver, who generally aits 
on top. These defects do not show them- 
selvcs until tbu fruit has been in the 
«hi|)'i'hold « few days, when they result in 
unsightly (tlack patches, which lessen the 
market-value. 


WHY THr JEWS WERE FOKBIUDKN TO EAT 


VERT A IS THINGS—EEIJS AND BLOOIJ. 


While the laws for regulating the con- 


jugal relations were evidently intended to 
insuro t le continuous reproduction of 
•trong and healthy Israelites, the dietary 
and hygienic laws were as obviously de- 
signed I'or the maintenance of their 
health and strength and the protection of 
their bodies against disease. Thus we 
find 
included 
among the prohibited 


sources ot food all carnivorous animals, 
the rodents, the carnivorous and carrion- 
eating birds, reptiles, amphibia, and 
molluscs, a list comprising a complete 
group of beasts, such as the swine, the 
mouse, the rat, the cat, and thedog, etc., 
known to be perfect foe of trichinae and 
other par asites. The communicability to 
man of parasite diseases from animals 
used as frad has long been placed beyond 
all doubt, it having been established that 
the para .ite is simply transferred from 
the flesh of the beast to that of the man, 
in which it develops with frequently fatal 
results. The prohibition of mollusca and 
crustacei. is also of considerable prophy- 
lactic value. Not a few shell fish, such 
as the common mussel, and even the oys- 
ter, are at times capriciously unwhole- 
some ami even poisonous; and the cms- 
tacea arc not merely the foulest feeders, 
but their flesh is certainly hard to digest. 
The exphnation of the prohibition with 
respect to scaleless fish—that is, fish of 
the eel t /pe—has only recently been res- 
cued froin the speculations of the student 
of comp irative theology and taken in 
hand by the scientist. 
The result has 


been ils complete vindication. Mr. Reade 
having bred some eels in a pond which 
accident illy become polluted by sewage 
matter, found the flesh so strongly tainted 
in consequence as to be quite uneatable. 
Struck liy this fact, he turned some eels 
into a stream into which the refuse of 
gas works flowed, with the result that the 
eel had the decided flavor of gas. Further 
experiment demonstrated that, owing to 
the absence of scales, the eel became 
positively absorbent of noxious pases, 
more particularly of the noxious effluvia 
of decomposing, and, therefore, poison- 
ous matter. 
The danger of such food 


has always been duly appreciated by 
Jewish teachers, and in the special men- 
tion of the snail by Moses there is evi- 
dence that the law giver was not un- 
mindful of the probable unwholesome ess 
of poison-consuming animals. The Rah 
>ins, too, fully recognized the distinction 
letweeu the flesh of cattle rendered 
unclean" by specific disease and that 


which 
becomes 
unwholesome 
though 


n, iv Mi«hn» ruling that if an animal 


iwallowt. a poison, or is bitten by a ven- 
omous snake, its flesh is forbidden, not 
jecause it is thereby rendered "unclean 
according to the law, but because it be- 
comes, a dangerous nutriment 
The pro- 


hibition of the hare has been explained, 
too, by '-he fact that it eats many veget- 
able poisons, such as the bark of the 
inczereon. 


The dietary laws are not confined to a 


mere division of all animals into two 
classes, the "clean" and "unclean." It 
Is another instance of the searching char- 
acter of Jewish "legalist!)" that it pre- 
scribes oven how much of the bodies uf 
permitted animals may be consumed as 
food. Thus the use of blood is emphati- 
cally and repeatedly forbidden. Thi 
prohibition and the importance evidently 
attached to it harmonize so exactly with 
the lessons of modern science that it is 
impossible to regard them as motivatec 
by any consideration other than the public 
health, especially when the three circum- 
stances ire considered that the Mosaic 
dispensation is the VKnrcA enemy of nl! 
superstitious symbolism, that 
it wa! 


endeavored by its means to break of 
sharply from all foreign traditions, am 
that its chief characteristic is its secular- 
ity.

THE 
PECAN-NUT.—The pecan-nut 


Carya olimeformts) is a perfectly hardy 
tree in southeastern Virginia, and thrives 
as well, apparently, as its near relative, 
the hickory. We know of several trees, 
some of them now about fifty or sixty 


s old ; and there are many scattered 


through the adjoining counties. The nuts 
from these trees are in all respects—size, 
flavor, and thinness of shell—the equal 
of the best Texas pecan. We doubt not 
the pecan would thrive well anywhere 
along the coast as far north as Maryl aid, 
Delaware, and southern New Jersey. 
Here the tree fruits annually and is gen- 
erally very prolific. 
A dozen trees would 


yield quite a handsome income. Every 
farmer could have that many trees grow- 
ing here and there in odd nooks and out- 
of-the-way places, though of course it 
would be better and more convenient to 
have them all growing together in an or- 
chard. The tree makes good shade, i.s 
ornamental, and would make a handsome 
appearance planted in rows on either side 
of broad avenues, so often seen in country 
towns and villages in the old Colonial 
States. 


We recommend the culture of this tree 


very highly, as being likely to prove 
profitable from the Potomac and Ohio 
rivers.southward.,.. and in some sections 
considerably to the north of those rivers 
It is not the most valuable of the nut- 
bearing trees. The European walnut anc 
the almond, both of which will grow anc 
fruit in this section, surpass the pecan in 
our estimation. 
Our native white wal- 


nut, and especially the chestnut, are so. 
perior, to say nothing of the high value 
of the timber of both these trees. 
Th 


pecan is well worthy a place in any col- 
lection of nut-bearing trees, and certain- 
ly every farmer would do well to have his 
nut grove, »s a source of profit. 
We are 


taking steps to establish a nut orchard ol 
all varieties.—Agriculturalist.
